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Queen Clay Smith — A Rich Scene im the 
“eubbal House of Representatites. — O a 
e 30th of Jane last, the following proceed- 
ings took place in the House of Representa- 
tives at Washington: 

MEMBERS BBAWIN8 PAT ILLEGALLY. 

Mr. Ganson, by unanimous consent, of- 
fered a resolution reciting that Benj imin F. 
Loan, a member of this Honse, was in the 
military service of the United States as briga- 
dier-general until the 8th of June, 1863, had 
drawn regular pav as such officer from the 
Paymaeter-Generel of the United States to the 
8th of Jane. 1863, and had also drawn pay as 
a member of this Honse from the 4th of March, 
1863; also reciting that Green Olay Smith, a 
member of this Honse, was in the military 
service of the United States as brigadier-gen- 
eral until the 1st of December, 1863, had re- 
ceived hie regular pay from the United States 
as snch officer up te and including the 30tb of 
November 1863, and had also drawn and re- 
ceived pay „sa member of this House from the 
4t.h of March, 1863, contrary to the laws of the 
United States; and directing the Sergeant-at- 
Arms ot the House to require said Loan and 
Smith, respeetively, to refund the amount 
paid to each of them as members of this House 
for the time that they respectively received 
pay from the United States for their services 
as such military officers, and to report to the 
House without delay. 

Mr. Loan. I concur with the propriety of 
the suggestion, and have made arrangements 
with the Sergeant-at-Arms to have that 
money repaid. I have no objection to the 
resolution being adopted. I took my pay 
when I first came here without paying any 
attention to the matter. When my attention 
was called to it I left the money there to be 
refunded. 

Mr. Smith. I agree readily with the re- 
marks a#-tbe gentleman from Missouri. When 
I cajg f to Washington I went with my col- 
IggPies, called for my pay, and drew the 
uoant due me np to that time without re- 
flection lor a moment. Some two months 
ago my attention was called to it and I stated 
that I would make an arrangement by which 
the money wonld be refunded. I felt myself 
under obligation to refund it, and so said more 
than two months ago. 

t Mr. Ganeon. I bare felt bonnd to introduce 
this resolution as a matter of duty. I was 
told yesterday that the money had not been 
refunded by either gentleman. I have dis- 
charged my du'y, and I more that the resolu- 
tion be adopted. 

The resolution wsa adopted. 

To this resolution the Sergeant-at-Arms 
-responded on the second of July, when the 
following proceedings took place: 

ALLRCRD ILLEGAL COMPENSATION.

Since 
the 4'h of March l**t he bee drawn no part of his e*i 
ary dne him a* * member of uongreas. and there i* 
now standing U bi* credit with the United S aloe- 
after debiting his account ($762 S3) for the time he 
receivei. pav ns a mi itary officer, namely, from (h» 
4th of March 1*63, to the St h day of June, Icd3— *317. 

M. 0. 1). Hmith had the same suggestion* made to 
him that were made to Mr. Loan. Ho seemed sur- 
prised to bam that he had UDUwfully recot red piy 
bo h ae a military officer and a member of Cougreas, 
ard stated that heconld arrange to refund the amount, 
but up to this d-kte has failed to do so, and has drawn 
his hiilary an member of Congress from the 4th day of 
March, 1863, to the 4th day of June, 1864, and is now 
indebted to the United States $1,717 12. On being re- 
quested, in acsordauce with said resolution, to refund 
tbe amount, stated that be himself would make a 
-written statement to the House, which statement Is 
herewith submitted as a p*rt of the report.

I w-*a 
elected to a sea as a member or the Thirty- Eighth 
Congress I continued in tho service, however, until 
the 1st of December folic wng, and drew pay »o th-» 1st 
t Ihcember. when I ceased to bo a Brigadier- Jeneral 
tbe volunteer s.rvico. I drew no more pay as such, 
n tbe 7ih day of December, 13o3, I wv sworn iu an a

7th dAy of D comber 1 becune a memh r of 
CoDgrcSfl I c'esrly thought I was entitled to my salary 
as such Tb i» 1 claim a» u matter of jus- ice and right, 
for so much mo ey wai believed to bo n-cemary t* 
support ana r»? for t*me and labor in attend‘og *V>n- 
grers. Kormerlv they were paid per diem, now they 
are paid a fixed -alnri , and as a member of Congress 
I believe 1 * n. emitted to that salary. 1 can cooed ve 
of no conflict, and so stated when my attention was 
called to th* m*» fer. 1 stated trial if it was wrous i >r 
me to draw and n*« ■ he amount of money now charged 
against me, 1 w. aid refund it; yet I must claim that 
it ia ritthi J am entitled to my ealary as a member of 
Congress I should not pay it back. I had n > disposi- 
tion then nor h ve 1 now to lecelvea dollar from th# 
Government to wuich 1 am not >egai!y and justly en 
titled. If thh money i* not mine 1 will with pleasure 
rotund it; if it is mu • the House will not ask me to 
.par it back I *i‘>n-it thi-* statement to acc xnpany 
your retort, that tfae question may be fairly bro'UOt 
before that body, at <i such action taken as will mlly 
and justly i« te the matter. When tills w**» first 
brought to ui> attention with r. statement that [ aud 
one other genib -man wore alone in thisc tegory. my 
impulse was to sett!* it, and I si declared arid ho in- 
tended, wtihterv-r mr own opinion was iu regard to it ; 
hut since the matter i- before Congr -sa by p solution, 

I have concluded now to test i ho matter and have the 
oase decided L Mich way as it deems best.

Mr Ingersoll. I movb to refer that commu- 
nication to th*- Committee on the Judiciary. 

Mr Cox. I hope wc shall dispose of this 
atter new. I thick it will be more satiff to- 
oth to the gentleman from Kentucky 
and K7*lEb House, not to allow the m rtter to 
go over to another session, as it will if Jt is 
referred. Let the Honse decide at once 
whether the member from Kentucky has 
money that doeB not belong to him or not. 

Mr. Odell. I hope the motion of the geutle- 
an horn Illinois will not prevail. 

Mr. Ingersoll. 1 will say that I hsve no 
desire to reter that portion of the report of 
tbo Sergeant-at-Arms which relates to Mr. 
Loan. That is disposed ot by the report itself. 

I modify my motion so as to refer so much of 
tbe report as refers to Hon. Green CUv Smith, 
to tbe Committee on the Judiciary. 

Mr. Cox. There is no necessity of having 
the reto ration referred. Every one in tbe 
House has already decided the questiou. It 
is rta adjvdicala. 

The Speaker. The pendency of the motion 
to refer cute off all amendment. 

Mr. Steele, of New York. I hope that the 
motion of tbe gentleman from Illinois will 
not prevail. Every man here has already 
made np his mind, and especially those who 
were members ot the last Heuse of R j pre- 
teatatives. The question has been decided 
Over and over again. There is nothing, air, 
more clearly defined than that a member of 
Cosgress cannot draw pay for any otner 
office. It is due to the gentleman aud the 
Bouse that they shall say new aud at this 
time that no claim of that character will be 
allcwed. 

Mr. Ganson. 1 ask that the original resolu- 
tion be read. 

The rccoln'lon was read. 

Mr. Ingersoll demanded the previous ques- 
tion on the motion to refer. 

Mr. Smith. 1 ssk the gentleman to with- 
draw the demand for the previous question in 
order to let me make one remark. 

Mr. Inger-oil. I withdraw the demand for 
the previous question for that purpose 
Mr. Smith. Mr. Speaker, I desire to sav at 
this time that I was never more surprised than 
I was the other day by the introduction of the 
resolution by the gentleman from New York 
[Mr.Ganeop], My attention had been called 
to the fact previously by the Sergeaa‘-at 
Arms, and I bad stated to him emphatically, 
as I have done to this House, that it I nad 
done wrong I wonld certainly make it right. 

I did not believe, sir, that it was i < tended 
a member of Congress should draw $1,000 only, 
to pay the expenses of a long seven mouths 
sets ion in W . ehiogton. I believed that I was 
the money that I drew or I would 
not have drawn it. What I did was done 
honestly and with no view that I was doing 
wrong. What I did I did openly, publicly, iu 
the presence of everybody. Toere was tbe 
record of my resignation in the War D apart- 
ment, to be Been by every member npon this 
floor I Btated to the officers of this Hou?e 
that I had resigned from the military service, 
and that I baa drawn my pay, i oeiievad I 
Was eEtitled to it. I furthermore ef- efl i',,- 
if I had done wrong 1 was willing to make 
the proper correction. It is my inrentioa to 
do the' what ver my loss m ,y bare r e<v , 

And since the introduction of the res . u dan 



iDto this House I feel it to be my duty us a 
man, that I owe it to myself, and I believe 
that Congress owes it to me, that I shall hive 
an investigation to go before the country to 
decide whether I am right or wroog. I had 
no notice, no consultation with any mombor 
upon this floor that any resolution of this 
kind would be introduced. I do not object to 
tbe resolution. I do not object to the whole 
world knowing what I do in a public or pri- 
vate capacity. All 1 want is a fair and full 
investigation that my people may know bow 
this thiDg stands. That is all I have to say. 

Mr Ingersoll. I renew the demand for the 
previous question. 

Mr. Cox. I hope tbe gentleman from Illi- 
nois will yield to me for a moment. I do not 
want my action taken as having been insti- 
gated by anything personal to the gentleman 
from Kentucky. 

Mr. Smith. I did not so understand it. 

Mr. Ingersoll. I withdraw the ;demand for 
the previous question. 

Mr. Cox. 1 believe in the doctrine which 
we have already laid down in this Honse in 
the lest and in the present Congress, that there 
shall not be any military men commUsiened 
in this Honse. 

Mr. Smith. If the gentleman from Ohio 
will consult the archives of the War Depart- 
ment he will find that I went ou- of the mili- 
tary service in December last. I am not now 
in the military service. 

Mr. Cox. Then, according to the rat« ol 
pay fixed by lew, and according to the usige 
of that service, the gentleman shonld not have 
drawn these $1,700 belonging to my constitu- 
ents. As I have said, it is not a matter per- 
sonal to tbe gentleman. 

I have since I have been a member voted 
every t me, on every opportunity, in favor of 
that high governmental principle that the 
military shall not by any construction sit and 
legislate in this Honse. It was fixed by ear 
forefathers in the Constitution. It has been 
recognized again and again by other Con- 
gresses. It has been recognized by this Con- 
gress. If we recognize gentlemen in both ca- 
pacities the Executive may have here his in- 
strumentalities for the purpose of forwarding 
Lis own peculiar legislation. I stand npon 
principle. 

Mr. Smith. I a-k the gentleman from 
Ohio whether it is not a principle, and has not 
been a principle recognized, that officers be- 
low tbe grade of Brigadier-General have held 
civil offices and received pay from the Federal 
Government while they drew pay for military 
offices which they held. If there is no con- 
flict in tbe one case, why shonld there be in 
the otter? 

Mr. Cox. I understand tho gentleman him- 
self, in a report he made, laid down a rale en- 
tirely different. More than that, I do not 
know a civil officer who draws pay as a mili- 
tary officer at the same time. I know I conld 
not get a bill through this House to pay a 
consul abroad simply because of bis position 
fn a hospital in South America, for fear we 
might be pacing a civil officer twice. But 
there is an express statute which forbids 
Congress from poying a man twice, once for 
military and once for civil service. When 
Mr. Chandler’s case cams before ns the other 
day, we refused to pay him the pay of a 
member of Congress because duriug all the 
lime of the contest he was receiving pay as 
Up ited States district attorney for Virginia. 

We must stand upon principle, no matter 
what a men's peine may be, whether it is 
Jones or Smith. We must stand npon princi- 
ple, and 1 want the gentleman to come np and 
fori: over that money which belongs in part 
te my constitnents. 

Mr. Smith. I can say to the gentlemen that 
my constituents have paid out more money 
and sent more men to the war than his have. 

Mr. Cox. I stand by the constitutional pro- 
vision, and the gent'emau places himself in a 
bad predicament betore the country and before 
bis consti’uenti by receiving pay twice. 
But more than that; tbe gentleman was in- 
formed — 

Mr. Iogersoll- I must resume the floor. 

Mr. Smith. I want the gentleman to under- 
stand that so far as my constituents are con- 
cerned I am responsible to them. 

Mr. Ingersoll. I insist npon the previous 
question. 

Tbe Speaker ordered tellers, and appointed 
Mr Ingersoll and Mr. Cox. 

The House divided, and the tellers reported 
— ajr s fifty-five, noes net counted. 

So the previous question was seconded, and 
the main question ordered to be put. 

• The question recurring on tbe motion offered 
by Mr. Ingereoll to refer bo much of the com- 
munication of tbe Sergeant-at-Arms as re- 
la'es to the gentleman from Kentucky to the 
Commit eeoa the Judiciary. 

Mr. W. J. Allen demanded the yeas and 
nave. 

The yeas and nays were ordered. 

The question was taken, and it was decided 
in the negative — yeas 29, nays 81, not voting 
T2, as follows:

Mr Oith. I will say to my friend from 
Pet.nsvlvania that we are not paired upon 
questions on which we should both vote the 
same way. 

Tbe result of the vote having been an- 
nounced as above recor Jet, 

M r. Cox moved to reconsider the vote by 
which the House refuai d to refer tha whole 
eutjeetto the Committee on the Judiciary; 
bdo also moved to lay the motion to recon- 
sider upon tbe table. 

The latter motion was agreed to. 

Mr Cox. I now offer the following resolu- 
tion, and upon it I demand the previoas ques- 
tion : 

R'tolved, That Hon G. C. Smith, a member of this 
Hou. etrem Kentucky, be directed to pay to the Ser- 
geafit-at-Ai ms tfie sum ot $1,7X) which has been drawn 
from tbe '> r« a«ury of the Unite i State s iu violation of 
law and the Constitution, avd that if he fail to refund 
the same tlie Seigeent-at Arms tie directed’ todolu t 
the Mitre from his future salary as a member of the 
Thirty* Eighth Congress. 

Mr. Smith. I desire to say a word or two 
only on that resolution. 

Mr Ccx. I withdraw the demand for the 
previous question and yield to the gentleman 
from Kentucky, holding the floor in the 
mean time. 

Mr. Smith. I understand the original reso- 
lution to be that I be requested, as well as the 
eentleman from Missouri [Mr. Loan], to re- 
fund this money to the Sorgeant-at-Arms. I 
understand that resolution, together with tbe 
report of the Sergeant ac-Arms, to be now 
before the Honse. I do not understand the 
object ot the resolution now offered, and es 
pecially tbe last part of it. I want the gentle- 
man Lorn Ohio to understand that the vote 
which has just been given by the House, is a 
sufficient indication to me without that latter 
clause of bis reso ntion. In my communication 
to the Sergeant-at Aims, which accompanies 
bis report, I eaid in polite and courteous terms 
that if this Home decided that the money was 
dne I would with pleasure refund it. I shall 
do so now. Why, then, the latter part of the 
resolution should have been added, that if I 
refuse to do it the amount is to be deducted 
from my future pay, I cannot understand, un- 
less it be that thore is lying beyond and far 
back of this proceeding a disposition to affect 
roe at 'his time. Woll, throw your shs.ft8,pat 
forth all your t ffona, do as you please, malign 
me as yon please, yon cannot defeat me, for I 
am tberepresetita’ihe of truth and justice and 
light and of correct principles. 

Mr. Washburns, of Illinois. After the 
statement of the gentleman from Kentncky 
that the money will be paid, I hope the gen- 
tleman from Ohio will accept this as an 
amendment to his resolution : 

R,**lted % That bo member of this House can draw 

8 1 * y -e a mi ml er aud pay for any other office under the 
•« vvriiDirbi at the name lime. 

Mr. Oox. I do not care about accepting 
tbat as a substitute for my resolution, al 
though I have no doubt it is good as a general 
proposition. • , 

M r. Dawes. Will the gentlemen from Ohio 
yield to rot for a moment? 

Mr. Oox. I prefer to answer what fell from 
the lips of the gentleman from Kentucky 
first. I have already told the gentleman from 
Kentncky that 1 meant nothing personal iu 
the remarks I made about this matter. W bat 
l have sold and dona was not intended to 
affect bis futnre politically, personally, oroth- 
wiie. Be has taken a gre it deal more pains 
to effect tbe futnre of other members neve 
who live across the Ohio river, and would 
bind Kentucky i» this Union nyall the bonds 
of kindness and friendship, than we have ever 
I taktc tbe pains to t ff.cl his political or per- 
I tonal relations. 



I added to the resolution those last words 
about deducting this amount from his pay 
because the gentleman from Kentucky had 
been advised tbat he was drawing his pay 
wrongfully; and I understand from another 

f entleman from Kentucky that during the 
ast campaign in that State it was charged 
upon him that he would draw double pay. 
He haa had his mind called to the subject 
again and again. It is not without reflec- 
tion that he haa drawn this pay. He has re- 
fused to comply with the resolution of this 
House, adopted atter a fair statement before 
the House of this question, and I would like 
to know how the United States Government 
can make itself whole unless they can make 
the gentleman square his accounts. I know 
nothing about a man's hauor in this connec- 
tion. I want simply the mercantile account 
stated, “Dr." so much, “Cr.” so much, and 
at the end of the gentleman’s term 1 want to 
see the account squared and balanced iu the 
proper way. 

Mr Smith. I want to know what gentle- 
man from Kentucky made the statement the 
gentleman alluded to. 

Mr. Cox. It came from a Senator from 
Kentucky, Mr. Garrett Davis. 

Mr. Smith. I pronounce it unequivocally 

false. 

Mr. Cox. I was informed of the fact by a 
gentleman from Kentucky who sits on my 
right. 

Mr. Smith. No such question entered inte 
tbe campaign so far as I am concerned. 

Mr. Harding. I desire to say that Mr. 
Davis would be as far from making an incor- 
rect statement as any man on this floor. I 
will remind ray colleague that there was an 
anonymous etter published in the canvass 
between my colleague and Mr. Mqpzies stat- 
ing that my colleague was drawing pay as 
a Drigadier-generaf, and would, if elected, 
aUo draw nay for the same time as a mem- 
ber of Congress. I ask my colleague wheth- 
er such a letter was not published in the 
Louisville Jnurnal? 

Mr. Smith. I will very readily answer 
my colleague that any number of anony- 
mous letters were published aud all sorts of 
efforts were made 10 defeat me. I am not 
responsible for such anonymous letters. The 
particular letter which ray colleague refers 
to I cannot say whether I saw or not. I think 
I did. Whether that question was mooted I 
do not know. But I will say this to my col- 
league, tbat if a sage Senator of the United 
States from one of the Commonwealths of 
this Union takes an anonymous letter as the 
basis of a charge of this kind to affect the 
standiog of a member of the House of Rep- 
resentatives from his own State, he shows 
that he carries his prejudice and malignity 
far beyond the high tone which should char- 
acterize a gentlemau aud a Senator. 

Mr. Harding. I want to understand from 
my colleague whether there was such a let- 
ter published in the canvass. 

Mr. Smith. 1 do not deny it., sir. 

Mr. Cox. Then I resume the floor. That 
is all Ihe charge I made against the gentle- 
man. Therefore when he denied this charge 
and intimated that it was made impertinent- 
ly, of course he must have forgotten that 
there was a communication of that kind dur- 
iug the campaign. That is the most charita- 
ble construction I can give to his denial. 

The reason why I added this last proviso 
to my resolution is iliis: the gentleman said 
the other day that he could n»t pay this sum 
back just now withoutsomc incouvenieace. 

Mr. Smith. Tbe gentleman from Ohio 
never heard me say anything of the bind. 

Mr. Cox. I understood that thn gentleman 
said so the other day on the floor of the 
House; and I was proposing to save the gen- 
tleman any inconvenience on that account. 
1 propose, if possible, to bring the resolution 
within the line of his convenienco by allow- 
ing the Seargant at- Arms to deduct from his 
future salary anything drawn wrongfully. 
What can be fairer or franker to the gentle- 
man than that? But lie seems to take it as a 
reflection upon his honor. Otherwise the 
gentleman might be compelled to go around 
and borrow money if he be in that condi- 
tion, as I hope he is not. My resolution 
gives the Sergeant- at- Arms power to draw 
upon the gentleman ’a-future salary. 1 think 
that was very kind and considerate on the 
part of the House, and the gentlemau should 
so regard it. I move the previous question. 

Mr. Washburne, of Illinois I hope the 
gentleman from Ohio will not press his reso- 
lution. 

Mr. Cox. I promised to yield to the gen- 
tleman from Massachusetts (Mr. Dawes). 

Mr. Dawes. I only want to say that this 
matter is too clear to spend any time about 
it. It has been the subject of frequent ro- 
por s from committees of the House. It is 
perfectly clear, and there is no occasion for 
ihe passage either of tbe resolution of the 
gentleman from Ohio (Sir. Cox) or of that 
of (he gentleman from Illinois (Mr. Wash- 
burne). 

The question as to the construction of law 
in reference to our salaries was not a very 
clear one at first. The question arose upon 
tbe application of a gentleman from Kansas 
to draw his salary for the entire session, al- 
though be came to Congress at the very heel 
of llio session. It was referred to the Com- 
mittee of Elections, and a very able and in- 
genious argument was made by the gentle- 
man from Kansas in support of the position 



that Le was entitled to the whole salaiy, the 
point which I understand the gentleman 
from Kentucky now to make. Toe claim, 
however, was reported against by the com- 
mit ce, and the construction given by them 
was sanctioned by tbe House, aud tbat con- 
struction has remained as the rule under 
which we have acted since that time. 

There is no occasion, therefore, for any fur- 
ther resolution or any further action on the 
part of the House, especially as the gentle- 
man from Kentucky has all along signi- 
fied his readinoss to conform to what was tbe 
construction of the House, aud only desires 
to know what that construction is. 

1 say there is no need of any further action, 
for the rule upon the point is now established 
aDd clear, although there mig t have been at 
some time some doubt as to whether a man

TAKING THE AMNESTY OATH. 

However much the spirit would love to 
dwell in the world of the good and the beau- 
tiful, there is too much of tbe clay abont ns 
to forget our mother earth. And so leaving 
that strange, weird, and gloomy path that 
leads to — Ood knows where, we shall change 
our subject and talk of practical and every 
day business affairs. Although taking tbe 
amnesty oath is not an everyday business, 
still it is practical, and an honorable man hav- 
ing taken it to-day, therein is asufficiency for 
his life time, while a thief and villain, a bush- 
whacker by nature, might take it every day 
to no effect. A large number of citizsns hare 
taken the amnesty oath lately at this post, 
and the office of Capt. Hill, Provost Marshal, 
is at present employed in administering it 
daily to the many who have come to the coh- 
o’ us on, whether through pure or selfish mo-

Col. Leadbetter, formerly of the rebel 
atmy, bas registered his oath of devotion to 
the Government, and no doubt thesa gentle- 
men, one and all, are fully convinced of the 
great folly and the great error into which 
they have been led. They are gentlemen of 
ability and high standing in society, and it 
wonld not only ho uncharitable but unjust to 
doubt their motives iD tbe beneficial cnange 
they have made. Jlr. Ready iq one of 
tbe finest lawyers in Tennessee, and 
should he exert bis powers in begetting 
and regenerating a healthy political sentiment 
true to tbe interests and spirit of his country, 
i Is course would exert a vast influence. Mr. 
Ready has a large number of connections in 
the rebel army, among whom is his son-in- 
law, the notorious John Morgan. May they 
all follow in the honorable path which, after 
mature deliberation, Mr. R. has chosen.

Washington, July 31. 

Nothing later than eight o’clock yesterday 
morning has been received from Petersburg. 
Word comeB here that the wildest reports and 
rnmors prevailed in the North and West to- 
dav. 

Those who jump at the conclusion that Pe- 
tersburg has been destroyed and Lee’s army 
overthrown are likely, it may be said, to be 
down- cast on the receipt of the next news 
from the scene of conflict, while those who 
remember that the rebels are staking every- 
thing on the result of the contest, and who 
are content with what General Grant meant 
when he said from SpottsyU-ania thrt‘‘tbe 
advantage is on our side," wi.l, it id be.ieved, 
have further came for admiration of tho fc.-avo 
soldier who leads the brave soldiers who fight 
and endure. 

A delegation composed of prominent Rs- 
publicans and politicians from New York, are 
here, advocating tbe appointment ot McClel- 
lan to tbe chief command of all the troops 
north of the Potomac, his headquarters to be 
at Washington. 

Parties who left General Grant at the scene 
of operations in front of Petersburg yesterday 
morning while the assault was in progress 
represent tbat he was in the most hopeful and 
confident mood possible. 

If the War Department has received later 
news than tbat furnished oy your corres- 
pondent, it has uot been made pnblic. Sec- 
retary Stanton is too busy to impart infor- 
mation to news gatherers, so that the public 
have to wait for the reports of correspondents 
in tbe field. 

Secretary Feesenden expresses mneh grati- 
fication at tbe manner in which the new loan 
is being taken by the people. Returns areas 
yet received from bat comparatively few 
points, but tbe aggregate reported officially 
and unofficially is already oyer ten million 
dollars. 

The estimate given at the beginning of the 
month of the receipts from the internal reve- 
nue was $17 000,000. The actnal receipts 
were $16 570 000. Bat the receipts for next 
month will cover the bank tax, the in- 
creased income tax, and other items of snch 
importance, as to considerably swell the re- 
ceipts. which it is estimated will be orer 
$20,000,000. 

To tho Associated Press. 

New York, Angu9t 1. 

This morning's papers have nothing later 
from Petersburg than our despatches of yes- 
terday, and but few additional details. The 
following is all there is ot interest: 

Tbe Times’ special, from before Petersburg, 
July 30, says: As soon after daybreak as was 
practicable the troops began to more in co- 
operation. An immense mine, reaching far 
away under the enemy’s line of earthworks in 
front of Burnside’s corps, was fired. The ex- 
plosion was the signal for the discharge ot 
every piece of artillery we had in position 
from the Appomatox to onr extreme left. 

The effect was magnificent. Ninety -five 
pifces .of ordnance were simultaneously fi’ei, 
that seemed os if they might have been dis- 
charged by tbe pull of one lanyard. 

The firiDg thus fairly opened was kept np 
in tbe ssme manner, with scarcely a pe-cep- 
tible lull for at least an hour and a half, when 
it Blackened to some extent. 

The result of the explosion of the mine was 
almost to annihilate, burying their gats 
nnder cover of tfie artillery, ana pushing our 
advantage grout d by the suddenness of tha 
ateanlt. Tue Ninth corps advanced, taking 
possession of the works, through the gap 
made by the explosion, and drirtag the enemy 
te asecoDd line, which line ia oh ths hill-tops 
eastward of the town. 

Nineteen of the 221 South Carolina, bnried 
by the exoloeion, have been dug out alive, 
though badly bruised arid scratched, and somo 
of them, doubtless, mortally hurt. Tbe attack 
they pronounced a surprise. The mine was 
400 fret long, constructed with two galleries, 
diverging from tbe main passage, making 
three chambers, in which the train of powder 
was 15 iDcbes wide and deep. 

It is said the effect of the explosion was very 
disastrous, and the grandeur of the artiU-irv 
fire has never been surpassed. The ejemy” 
artillery played bn* feebly. A few minutes 
elapsed before tho rebel lines were shut from 
view by banks of smoke, and our gunners 
cnld ODly be guided in their work by having 
obtained proper range before. 

Many ot tbe shells from the 18th corpi 
mast have struck far into tbe streets ot Peer> 
turg. From that direction a he-.vy coin nn of 
heavy black smoke arosa soon at' er ihu opau- 
irg of the fire, evidently from the burning 
builditgs. After the rebel lines were reread 
they mado a sodden move to tneir left and 
euflered heavilv trom an eufiladiag fire. 

Gen. Geslet'd div' ion, o' B lri'Side’s corps, 
led the attack, the 14th N. Y. heavy artillery 
haying the advance. AhOJt 100 prisoners 
have so far been brought into Barnside'd head- 
quarters. The cannonading is still hot, and 
tbe rebels hold their position obstinately. Oar 
infantry have just received otders to advance. 

New York, August I. 

A special to the Herald says: The mine 

was to bave been sprang at 3 o'clock tnia 
morning, and Lieutenant-General Grant, 
accompanied by his Btaff. reache 1 Burnside's 
headquarters about an hour after Meade and 
staff arrived at the same place, when the 
appointed hour for the explosion of tne mine 
arrived, bat for some reason did not take 
place 

Everything moveable in the way of the 
troops, had been placed ia a position to move 
at the first signal. The entire 2d corps was 
held io reserve, bntnp to the hoar of writing 
this despatch they hud not been brought into 
action. At four o’clock a cloud of duit was 
8 , en arising from the rebel intrenchmeats. 
This was followed by a general upheaving of 
earthworks, reach ; ng, probably, 50 root. Toe 
whole mass looked like a huge fountain of 
earth, and formed a most imposing spectacle. 

Simultaneously with this explosion onr 
batteries along the entire line opened a mur- 
derous and destructive fire on the rebel brea*'- 
wotks, and the io'antrv with deafening cheers 
rushed into Ihe embankments of tbe enemy. 
Constant cannonading, lasting now one hour 
and thirty minutee, ha.- been goiog on. 

At six o'clock onr valiant troop3 had cap- 
tured and occupied the first line of rebel in- 
trer.chmenta Prisoners are constancy ar- 
riving trem the front. Several of onr wound- 
ed are also coming in. They report the 
slaughter ir dieted up in the enemy by h* ex- 
plosion end accurate range of our shells from 
the guns and mortars as terrible'in the ex- 
treme. So ar the victory is ours. The air is 
thick with flying missiles. We are pushing 
the enemv stcauily and surely, and occupying 
his fort fiea'ions.

Disoocexsiments of the Revolution.— 
Nothing perhaps, the Albany Jonrnal fays, ia 
so discouraging to the honest lover of hia coun- 
try as the prevalence of speculation, wicked- 
ness, and corruption. Many are apt to think 
tbat if we eonld only return to the halcyon 
days of onr fathers; if the simplicity, purity, 
virtue, and honesty that then prevailed only 
existed now, we could weather the storm. It 
it weil for snch to be reminded that there were 
dark days in the Revolnticn; that there were 
frauds, peculations, and treason- mongers then 
88 now. Here is what Washington himself 
aaid in one of bis private letters: 

From what I have seen, heard, and in part 
know, I shonld in one word say that idleness, 
dissipation, and extravagance seems to have 
laid fast hold of moat ; that speculation, pecu- 
lation, and an inaatiable thirst for riches seem 
to have got the better of every otber consider- 
ation, aud almost every order ot men, and that 
party disputes and personal quarrels are tha 
great business of the day. 

"Insatiable thirst for riches,” and the de- 
termination to bujld np party and self, even 
on tbe rnins of the country, is tbe curse of 
every Dation, especially in times of war. So 
prevalent was the spirit of speculation aud 
toryism that Washington averred that he 
“trembled at the prospects.” Sabine thus 
pictures the state of the country than: 

Still, again, avarice and rapacity were 
seemingly as c-rld. thou as now. Indeed, 
the stock-jobbing, the extortion, the fore- 
stalling, the low arts aud devices to amass 
wealth, tbat were practiced duriug the strug- 
gle are almost incredible. Washington 
meurned the want of virtue as early as 1T7S. 
and averred that he “trembled at the prospect. 
Soldiers were stripped of their miserable pit- 
tance that contractors for the army might be- 
ceme rich in a single campaign. Many of the 
sellers of merchandise monopolized articles of 
the first mceesity, and would not part with 
them to their suffering countrymen, aud to 
the wives at d children of those who were 
absent in the field, unless a! enormous profits. 
Tbe traffic carried on with the royal troops 
was immense. Men of all descriptions finally 
engaged in it, and those who at tbe beginning 
of the war wonld have shuddered at the idea 
of any connection with the enemy, pursued 
it wiib avidity. 

Political virtue was as lacking then as now. 
Of the prominent men he says: ‘They were 
great and good, little and bad, mingled; just 
as elsewhere in the anna's of our racs.” 
There were troubles among the officers in 
those days. iDeompetency, drunkenness, sel- 
fishness, and dishonesty prevailed. Washing- 
ton, in a letter to his brother, said that the 
States were sending him officers “not fit to bj 
shoe-blacks." On this subject, Sabine says: 
Eighteen of the generals retired daring the 
struggle; one for drunkenness; one to avoid 
disgrace for receiving double pay; some from 
declining health; others from the weight of 
advanced yeafe; ethers to accept civil employ- 
ments; but several for private resentments, 
end real or imaginary wrongs infLcred by 
Congress or associates in the service. The ex- 
ample of the latter class was pernicious; sinoa 
when heads of divisions or brigades quit their 
cctnmanbe for reasons chiefly or entirely per- 
sonal, it was tn be expected that regiments, 
battalion.", aud companies wonld be left, ia 
like manner, without officers. Abundant 
testimony can be adduced to show that indi- 
viduals of all ranks entered the army from in- 
terested motives, aud abandoned it for similar 
reasons. John Adams wrote, in 1777: “lam 
wearied to death with the wrangles between 
military c fficcra, high and low. They quar- 
rel like ca's and di gs. They worry out) an- 
other like ni-fitiff - scrambling for rank and 
pay liko epee for nuts.’ Washington, more 
guarded to CoDgress, uses language a i most 
as pointed in bis letters to private friends. 

It was ve ry d fficult to rai e troops in many 
of ibe States. Relatively to the size ot t re ar- 
mies, deserters and bounty jumpe.s were as 
prevalent then as now. The institution of 
bounty brokers, probably, had not been 
brought to eo high a state of perfection, yet 
even they were not lacking. 

In every respect the disparagements of thn 
Revoln'ions were as great as the discourage- 
ments now, and infini ely greater wtrou we 
consider how much less were their advanta- 
ges than ours. YVt our fathers triumphed 
over them all. Victory crowned their efforts. 
In spite of weakness and poverty they 
triumphed over tbe foreign foe, the domes- 
tic traitor, and the thieving speculator. Why, 
then, should we be discouraged? Can we 
not, in our strength aud wealth ; overcome 
traitors in arms, a lied with traitors in onr 
midst, end the greedy seeker after spoils and 
riches? If we put our trust in the same Gnd 
tbat er abred our fathers to weather the storm, 
we surely c»n.

P&- The assault on Petersburg has eoir- 
raeuced, and the terrible destruction to the 
rebel line of earthworks around the city, by 
the explosion of our immense mino on Friday 
morning, enabled our forces to advance and 
take the works, and drive the enemy to his 
second line. The sight must have been 
awfully grand when the explosion was ac- 
companied by the discharge of nearly one 
hundred cannon almost simultaneously; — in 
fact, of every piece of artillery in position 
from the right wing resting on the Appo- 
matox river to the left which encircles the 
city on the east, realizing the picture drawn 
by Campbell, when 

Earth shook, red metoora flashed along the sky, 

And conscious nature shuddered at the cry. 

A mine with its main passage four hundred 
feet loDg, and two galleries diverging from 
its extremity, divided into three chambers, 
and charged with a compact mass of powder 
fifteen inches deep and wide, exceeds any- 
thing we have ever known in the annals of 
war on this continent. It is a type of the 
terrible power which the government can 
wield in crashing the rebellion against its 
honor and the peace and happiness of its peo- 
ple. We can hardly have an idea of ths awful 
destruction caused by such a murderous fire 
kept up without cessation, and bent npou the 
devoted city of Petersburg, once proudly desig- 
nated as the “Cockade of the Commonwealth,” 
but now the nest of nnjus ifiable rebellion 
and treason most fonl. 

Gen. Grant, having determined to employ 
the whole strength of his army in the cap- 
ture of the city, mads all necessary prepara- 
tions. The movements of cavalry corps to 
the north of James river the previous day 
were feints to induce Lee to withdraw a por- 
tion of bis forces, whether successful or not 
we have not learned, but , as soon as dark- 
ness set in, Hancock and Sheridan returned, 
and their commands were held in reserve, 
getting into position before daylight. The 
grand attack was made at daylight from the 
centre before Burnside’s position, and the 
signal was the explosion of the mine. The 
9th corps took the lead, the 1st division under 
Brigadier-General Leslie, with the 2i and 3d 
as supports, and under orders to carry 
the hill, which is on the northeast of the city. 
Darting on amid the smoke of the explosion, 
they soon took possession of the onter works, 
but had not succeeded in carrying the hill, as 
it was defer ded by a second and stronger 
line of intrenehmente, up to 8 o'clock in the 
morning, at which hoar oar latest informa- 
tion bears date. We may have more news 
by the midnight despatches, and the whole 
country will wait with anxious solicitude the 
reenlt of the terrible assault. 

Generals Grant and Meade were established 
at Burnside’s headquarters, and amid the aw- 
ful roar of over one hundred cannon and mor- 
tars they were superintending operations. 
Other corps, among them the 5’.h and 18*.h, 
were moving up to the work, and a good num- 
ber of prisoners had been brought in. One 
correspondent says at eight o’clock we had 
certainly carried some of the enemy’s works, 
and at headquarters the impression was that 
before the snn went down they would have 
the satisfaction of planting onr flag in Peters- 
burg, as there were fresh troops enough on 
hand to form a new column upon the enemy's 
centre every hour during the day, should it 
be necessary. 

Tux Rebels Prefer Lincoln to McClellan 
A correspondent of the New York Herald, 
writing frem the midst of the rebel commis- 
sioners and emissaries at the Clifton House, 
says: 

As I hare already telegraphed, the rebel 
emissaries declare that they prefer Lincoln to 
McClellan. Their reason for this is, as they 
assert, they are sure to gain their independence 
if Lincoln is re-elected; that the war will bo 
carried on with his bungling mismanagement 
until the people of the North become dis- 
gusted, ana a revolution will follow, which 
will make their success certain. With 
McClellan in the White House, they fear a 
bold move on his part that will turn the 
masses against the leaders of the Sooth, and 
cause a general stampede, leaving the leaders 
in the Southern Confederacy in the larch. 

This is unquestionably the rebel view of 
the case, and the rebel prelerence in the case. 
Nor is either the one or the other confined to 
the rebels of the rebellions States. On the 
contrary, both are entertained by all persons, 
no matter where they may be, who sincerely 
wish the rebellion to succeed. Ask a real 
secessionist in the midst of ourselves, for ex- 
ample, what his preference is as between Lin- 
coln and McClellan, and he will tell yon that 
it is wholly for Lincoln. Press him for the 
reason of his preference, and he will assign 
the same ieeson assigned by the rebel emis- 
saries in Canada. He believes the South is 
sure to gain its independence if Mr. Lincoln 
is re-elected. And this is the universal be- 
lief amongst the rebels and their abettors. 
And founded upon this belief is their uni- 
versal preference for Lincoln over McClellan. 

All this is significant, verifying remarkably 
the deductions of the conservatives respecting 
Mr. Lincoln’s policy, and showing unmistak- 
ably the duty of patriots in the coming elec- 
tion. Let the indication be carefully oondered. 
It is certain, as we conceive, that the rebels 
do not overrate the consequences which Mr. 
Lincoln’s re-election would draw down 
upon the government, though we think 
it equally certain that they underrate the 
consequences which that event would 
draw down upon themselves. The re- 
election of Mr. Lincoln would involve 
indeed the destruction of the government, 
but not the independence of the South ; for 
the destruction of the government and the 
dissolution of the Union, so far from being 
equivalent to the independence of the South, 
would involve the loss of independence as well 
as of civil liberty to South and North alike. 
There is and can be no such thing as the in- 
dependence of the Sonth outside of the 
Union of the Constitution. The hope of 
Sonthern independenoe is a wild and guilty 
dream. Sooner or latsr it will be dispelled, 
and thesooner the better; for the consequences 
of cherishing it are utterly ruinous to the 
people of the whole Union. The preserva- 
tion of the Union of the Constitution is the 
condition of the trne independence of the 
Sonth as well as of the North. The da 3 trnc- 
tion of the Union will draw after it the ex- 
tinction of Southern independence not less 
than of Northern independence. The grave 
of the Union will be the grave of American 
independence and of American liberty. 

Rightly considered, therefore, the political 
and social interests of the South are in com- 
plete harmony with those of the North, both 
demanding the defeat of Mr. Lincoln, who is 
destroying the Union by subverting the Con- 
stitution, and the election of a conservative 
President, who will preserve the Union by 
vindicating the Constitution. The rebels, we 
need not say, would show a more enlightened 
sense of self-interest, and indeed a higher or- 
der of character in general, if they would but 
acknowledge this great fact, and manfully 
tender their submission to the Constitution, 
instead of plotting for Mr. Lincoln’s re-elec- 
tion, by way of pursuing the shadow of in- 
dependence, in clutching which they must 
drop the substance. In desiring Mr. Lin- 
coln's re-election, the rebels display the mad- 
ness with which the gods are said to smite 
those whom they would destroy. The thing 
in truth is sheer madness. The rebels know 
not what they do. If their desire should un- 
happily be realized, they, as is too certain, 
would have the malignant satisfaction of wit- 
nessing the overthrow of the Union, bat they 
themselves could not escape the falling tem- 
ple. They would pay dearly for their ven- 
geance. Like Samson, they would die with 
the Philistines. The South and the North 
would be overwhelmed in one common rain. 

But leaving the rebels to act as their treason- 
able passions may direct, wc ask the loyal 



men of the Union, the men whe earnestly 

desire the preservation of the national unity 

a; the condition of the national independence 
and of the national liberty, whother or not 
they are willing to co-eperate with the rebels 
in their mad design, by promoting the re elec- 
tion of Mr. Lincoln ? The friends of the Re- 
public, if they will, may yet save it, in spite 
alike of Southern and of Northern revolution- 
ists. <7e say they may, if they will. Will 
they not? Will they not, In this solemn emer- 
gency, lay aside every consideration bnt that 
of the national peril, expel every motive bnt 
that of love for the liberties bequeathed to us 
by onr fathers, and, uniting under this pure 
and solitary inspiration, strike one mighty 
blow for the salvation of the Rapablic? Let 
them do this, and the Republic, now reeling 
upon its deep foundations, will be saved. 

One of the Editors of the Albany 
Journal, “G. D.,” in a letter to his paper 
from Washington City, regards it as a jnst 
criticism upon the recent raid that the mili- 
tary authorities did not know the strength 
of the rebel army marching northward. At 
the present moment a second rebel raid is go- 
ing on, and the same inexplicable ignorance 
is manifested. If the authorities charged with 
the defence of the national capital were ob- 
noxious to criticism because they did not 
keep better posted than they appear to have 
been last month, what shall be said of their in- 
excusable ignorance of the strength of the 
now- advancing rebel fores? On Saturday the 
telegraph despatch from Washington, which 
was, of course, subjected to censorship before 
it was sent, told us that no uneasiness 
was felt by the Government in rela- 
tion to affairs in Pennsylvania, and that the 
preparations of the State militia were ample 
to give the invaders a severe punishment. 
The same day we heard from Harrisburg of 
“most positive information” having been re- 
ceived that Averill had driven them out of 
Cbambersburg and was following them in a 
westerly direction toward Loudon. Bat be- 
fore this, four hundred men out of a force of 
8,000 mounted iafantry, had laid the city of 
Chambersburg in ashes — a city which is 
about twenty miles from the State border, in 
a populous county, ana some thirty miles 
southwest of Carlisle, an old military station 
and rendezvous. It thns appears that a mere 
handful of rebels burned over two hundred 
and fifty houses, about two thirds of the en- 
tire city, and then retreated toward the 
west, where a concentration of the enemy 
may be contemplated under Breckinridge to 
menace Wheeling or Pittsburg. We knew 
as distinctly as we know anything 
from this quarter that Northern Virginia, 
Maryland, and Pennsylvania are now occu- 
pied by forces under Breckinridge, L jngstreet, 
Early, Moseby, McCausland, and others, who 
have some definite common object in view, 
and yet there appears to be no information as 
to the objective point of the rebel invasion. 
Gen. Couch, in whom we have much confi- 
dence, has been called away from the south of 
Pennsylvania, and was expected in Pittsburg 
on Sunday night, to devise means for the pro- 
tection ef that vicinity. This uncertain state 
of affairs is the result of false security. “G. D.” 
regards the fact that Grant’s position is such 
that any number of troops can bs sent from 
his line to Washington city in thirty-six hours, 
while a march overland from Richmond mast 
take the rebels at least a week, as an advantage 
of incalculable value, which really renders it 
unnecessary to keep a very large force perma- 
nently there, provided— ay, there is the “if” 
and the "but” again— provided always, says 
“G. D ,” that “ those who have tho direction 
of the army do not go to sleep." Now, all ' jnst 
criticism” upon the authorities in Washington 
is as pertinent to those who have charge of 
the frontier debatable ground of the line of the 
Potomac above Washington, and we cannot 
see that the latter have exercised any vigilance 
at all commensurate with the great responsi- 
bility which has devolved npon them. 
We were told two or three weeks ago 
that Pennsylvania and Maryland mist 
make all the necessary preparations to defend 
themselves, as General Grant woald not detach 
a man from bis command because he had his 
own line nnder his care. At the same critical 
juncture, when rebels were almost within 
sound of the bells of Washington, and damage 
was inflicted npon property within a few 
miles of Capitol Hill, the militia of the North 
were ordered out, and we were told that the 
most intense activity in recruiting and volun- 
teering was everywhere manifested. Where 
all these troops now are we do not know, but 
they should long ago have been placed in 
every exposed position, and every road 
leading into Pennsylvan’a should have 
been guarded. As it is, the rebels now 
come In and go out almost without 
opposition, and always after having inflict- 
ed serious injury. There has ma3t un- 
doubtedly been lack of vigilance somewhere, 
and Pennsylvania has not taken any profita- 
ble lessons in the experience of three years of 
border warfare. Her most populous counties 
have been invaded, and we can sea no advan- 
tageous results from the ordering ont of her 
militia. The State should be converted into 
one vast camp to prevent the recurrence of 
the disgraceful scenes of the last four weeks. 



Atlanta has not yet been occupied— 
indeed its occupation is a secondary matter 
with Gen. Sherman, his principal object being 
the capture or destruction of Hood’s army aad 
the putting down of armed rebellion in 
Georgia. The city is at his mercy, and when- 
ever he feels inclined to strike it the blow 
must be victorious. It is the Oonfedorate 
stronghold, the main pillar of the bastard 
Confederacy in the Cotton States. When it 
falls, as fall it must, Georgia is doomed, for 
Columbia, Macon, Milledgeville, and even 
Savannah, will be exposed to dashing cavalry 
expeditions, snob as Gen. Ronsseau led in his 
swoop from Decatur to Marietta. Since 
Atlanta was invested the rebels have lost 
more than twenty thousand men; and when 
Sherman has gained the control of the rail- 
road to Macon, we do not see how 
Hood can save the remainder, for all his 
sources of supply will then be cut off, and ho 
must surrender. All the movements of Gan. 
Sherman show his great anxiety to accom- 
plish important results with as little waste of 
life as possible ; he may therefore occupy more 
time than will please the over-sanguine public, 
bnt his progress is suye— he permits no dis- 
couragements and meets no reverses, and he 
will soon attain what the heart of the nation 
so anxiously desires. 

The Boston Post, which is entitled to 
speak on the subject with authority, says: 
“The trne representative men of the Democ- 
racy have been sneh Democratic statesmen 
as James Guthrie, Horatio Seymour, and 
Geo. B. McClellan. Their platform is fidelity 
to an undivided country, and for so much 
war, and no more, as may be needed to sup- 
port the law of the land.” Undoubtedly the 
Post is right in saying that each Democratic 
statesmen as these are the trne representative 
men of the Democracy ; and, what is more 
and better, their platform is undoubtedly the 
platform npon whioh the c ocservatives of the 
country will plant themselves in the great 
civil straggle that draws near. The Democ- 
racy, in this unspeakably grave conjuncture, 
will especially see to it that they are repre- 
sented by their trne representative men. 

One of the Editors of the New York 
Independent, which supports Mr. Lincoln for 
the Presidency, says: 

To conclude, we are, I think, in a hopeful 
way; and, if the rebellion lasts three years 
longer, we shall learn much more. Heaven 
grant it may not end till we learn and are 
willing to do our duty. Amnl 

Passing by the impiety and atrociousnes 3 
of this sentiment, and regarding simply its 
policy, we must own, that, if indefinitely to 
prolong the rebellion is to keep us “ in a hope- 
ful way”, the Independent evinces sagacity as 
well ss patriotism in supporting Mr. Lincoln, 
whose re-election beyond dispute will indefi- 
nitely prolong the rebellion. If the blood- 
stained track of war is “ a hopeful way”, Mr. 
Lincoln’s re-election will be very apt to crown 
the land with the sunshine of eternal hope.

THE IRREPRESSIBLE CONFLICT— NO 1. 

BY S S. NICHOLAS. 

The illustrative disproof of the '“rr«pro83> 
ble corflict” dogma may be greatly strength- 
ened by a comparison of the relative sima'i ms 
and experience of Pennsylvania and Massa- 
chusetts in reference to negro slavery. Tue 
former is separated for some hundreds of 
miles from three slave States by fiuth'Bff bat 
a mere geogragbical line, causing ths closest 
contact with negro slavery, subject to all the 
deleterious eff. eta of the institution, if such 
there be to any but the whites among whom 
it is actually located, yet there has been 
comparatively little complaint among the 
Pennsylvanians on that bolder against tfie 
institution as prejudicial to them. Their sole 
complaint Las rattier beenagaic3t runaway or 
emancipated negroes as a nuisance. Aboli- 
tionism has found lodgment and active en- 
couragement to much extent only in the re- 
mote parts of the State, where the practical 
working of negro slavery was notch and un- 
known. Pennsylvania has never giren active 
aid to the abolition movement with the ascer- 
tained, unequivocal consent of amajjrityof 
her people. 

Massachusetts, far away from all contact 
from negro slavery, feeling no effects from it 
but those cf commercial besefit, acting under 
the irritation of prolonged exclusion from 
Federal power, and having the cxpnlsion of 
her two Eons from the Presidency ta avenge, 
leDt herself heartily to the freesoil party 
movement, so soon as it ceased to be under the 
auspices and for the seeming benefit of anti- 
tariff Democrats. Being so deeply tainted 
with the sin of negro slavery by her extensive 
participation in its very worst crims, the 
African slave trade, and by having sold 
her vote in the convention for keeping 
open that trade, she felt that she coaid 
not with decency place her co operation 
in the movement upon humanitarian 
grounds, upon any philanthropic pretext. 
She, therefore, adopted the dogma with 
avidity, and has industriously propagated it 
as a cloak to her real purpose — the pursuit of 
political power. Nor is it surprising that she 
was not deterred from this selfish pursuit by 
the warnings of the danger of disunion so 
earnestly pressed by nearly all onr eminont 
statesmen, her own most distinguished sjns 
included. It the feeling of pare, disinterested 
patriotism, of loyal love for U nion and Can- 
al itution, had not been entirely worn oat by 
the exacerba'iog effects of party coofl’cts, her 
conduct, as the originator of secession and 
attempted disunion, proves that the sentiment 
was greatly impaired. Pennsylvania stands 
a disinterested witness against the truth of 
the dogma, whilst Massachusetts la a tainted, 
suspected witness in its favor. 

As further evidence of their repressive con- 
flict between while and black labor may be 
cited the many mob violences which free ne- 
groes have suffered in cities of the free States, 
and especially at Detroit, from white laborers, 
in the midst of those professing tho most 
philanthropic sympathy for the poor negro. 
The unaffected revulsion or prejultcc of race 
was so much more sincere and energetic, that 
the moral sentiment, real or feigned, had to 
succumb. So it must continue to be. It is 
much the bitterest part of the unfortunate 
doern of the poor negro, that in this, the land 
of his nativity, he can never find a happy 
beme even after emancipation. Ha can never 
enjoy in fall measure the rights of a free- 
man, n t even the most indispensable of 
all — the sure protection of the law. The 
inveterate, ineradicable prejudice ©‘race will 
always prove stronger than the law. As said 
by Jefferson: "Nothing is more clearly writ- 
ten in the book of destiny than the emanci- 
pation of the blacks; and it is equally certain 
that the two races will never live in a state 
of equal freedom nnaer the same govern- 
ment, so insurmountable pre the barriers 
which nature, habit, and opinions have es- 
tablished between them.” So also thought 
all our eminent statesmen of the past genera- 
tion, unless John Qiinev Adams be an ex- 
ception, and so thought that distinguished 
foreigner and most eulightened observer of 
our institutions, De Tocqueville. 

The fact beiDg that the only conflict is be- 
tween white and black and not between free 
and slave labor } nothing is done by emancipa- 
tion toward mitigating, much le:s toward 
eradicating, the conflict and its cause. On the 
contrary, emancipation at the South will only 
serve to open there a new and more extended 
area for the conflict, whilst it will send to the 
North vastly increased numbers of free ne- 
groes to feel its merciless influence and bring 
additional reproach upon the impoteney of the 
law. Experience has proved that prohibitory 
laws cannot keen free negroes from settling 
in the North. Yhis eveeiou of the law will 
long be promoted by abolition sympathizers, 
until the accumulation becomes so great that 
black labor will stand forth an obvious com- 
petitor with white labor for inadequate em- 
ployment. 'Whenever that day comes the 
black laborer will have to flee or perish and 
your laws cannot protect him. His idleness, 
his thievingness, and his filthiness will afford 
palliatives if not seeming justification for the 
mob violence by which he will be opnressed. 

If a thorough remedy for the only labor 
conflict be Bought for, it must be found, as it 
can only be found, not la the eradication of 
slavery, but in the eradication of the negro. 

This view il the subj ct will enable every 
voter better to jndge the trustworthiness of 
the dominant party who have abolitioniz ?d 
the war and who are undisguisedly prosecut- 
ing it not for Union restoration but for aboli- 
tion. It will enable him to judge the states- 
manship end patriotism of President Lincoln 
as manifested by his recent pronnnc’.amento 
in which he proclaims as an unalterable tine 
qua non to any terms of pacification or restora- 
tion, the unqualified surrender by the South- 
ern States of their right to self-government 
by their submission to bis dictated abolition.

Bcmiliatios and Prayeb. — Mayor Kaye 
has issued his proclamation directing the 
closifig of all the city officer on Thursday next, 
jn response to the recommendation of Presi- 
dent Lincoln and the resolution of Congress 
setting that day apart for national humiliation 
and prayer. 

The Blessed Rais. — Everybody has been 
rejoicing over the delicious showers which 
have visited us at intervals since Sunday 
“oon. In different parts of our country, 
where the rain has fallen after an extended 
irouth, writers have broken out in thanks- 
giving as the chureh-bells in New York City 
chimed their thanks to the great Dispenser of 
all good. On one of these occasions a con- 
tributor to the Boston Transcript, writing 
from a New England town, says in his ex- 
ceeding joyousnesa: “It has come at last in 
answer to prayer, in merciful remembrance 
from Him who never forgetteth to be gracious 
in our great distress— it has come at last. A 
drop or two splashed upon the dry stones and 
parched ground. How bright the dark spots 
looked I A sprinkle or so drizzled and drifted 
in your wishful face or outstretched palm 
through the forenoon, and soon after the full- 
freighted clouds discharged their joyful bur- 
dens in fast-falling, thick-pouring showers. 
Never before in all our experience was rain so 
welcome. You wanted to ramble and revei 
in its bathing eheet, as in boyhood you 
played with the streaming waterfall; you 
were almost afraid and ashamed of an um- 
brella's shelter; yon looked abroad upon 
trees, and shrubs, and corn, and grass, lifting 
their heads, clapping their hands, reviving 
their faces and their forms, with a new souse 
of nature’s affluence; and in all the fl rating 
vapors — so delightful after the smoke and 
haze of the weeks that were gone — so silvery 
as to throw a peculiar charm through their 
gauzy veil upon every distant object, and 
produce effects as rare and wonderful as they 
were bountiful — in all this Heaven seemed to 
te jdrornirg to the earth the clouds of in- 
nse that were offered by lowly and loving 
hearts while the drouth prevailed. Let us 
never question, never doubt God’s goodness 
again. Nature herself, through the whole 
trial which we have lately endured, would 
have taught us this. The great relief of rain 
required time and labor in the process of 
preparation. To every careful, patient ob- 
server there were signs enough in all the ele- 
ments of what was coming for days, almost 
for weeks, beforehand. In the first place, 
there are always limits that are never passed; 
you seemed to f»el their approach through an 
unerring presentiment. In the next place, 
with a little pains, and Blight training, you 
canaccnatom yourself to catch tbe subtle but 
sure traces of nature’s processes and inten- 
tions as easily r.s you can read them in the 
weather-cock, the wind-guage, the barometer, 
or the dew-glass. Creation’s great cabinet 
contains the prototypes and originate of all 
such instruments, and many an humble ob- 
server can foretell the weather from them as 
accurately os the best watchers of the best in- 
struments. At all events, heralded or not, 
longed for, looked after, and prayed for, we 
trust, the blest ed rain, we are sure, ha3 come. 
God be thanked.” 

Guerillas Capture Hour Guards. — On 
last Friday afternoon, while many of the 
citizens of Taylorsville were attending the 
Mescnic funeral of Courtney Neal, late of 
that vicinity, eleven cavalry, claiming to be- 
long to Col. Jesse’s command, rode into the 
place. Eight of the number alighted and re- 
freshed themselves with a drink at the tavern, 
and in five minutes after their arrival were 
apain in the saddle, and moved in the direc- 
tion of Bloomfield, apparently unconscious of 
■ approsch of any opposing force. When 
thej^pacbed the vicinity of the bridge, whoop- 
ing and shouting were heard; the eleven were 
seen to face about and return toward the 
Court-house. The shouting proceed. d from 
about twenty Home Guards and citizens of 
Anderson county, arriving from up Salt river, 
who discharged some of their guns on enter- 
ing the place. Upon reaching opposite the 
curt-heuse, they were charged upon by the 
Jeeee men, when seven of the Home Guards 
ew erved from the main body, and one was killt d 
and one wounded. The rest of the comaia- 1 , 
with two exceptions, were captured and 
paroled by the rebels, who soon left the town 
in quiet, the whole affair being over in ten 
minutes. Albertus Redman, the man killed, 
was decently buried by the citizens, and the 
wounded man_ attended to and sent home in 
a wagon. Ten muskets were picked up by 
the citizens after the skirmish, and handed 
over to the Federal authorities. 

A much-respected citizen of Taylorsville, 
Who furnishes ns with the above particulars, 
says some of the paroled Home Guards have 
asserted that the town was barricaded, and 
thtt they were fired upon by the citizens from 
their house?. This he declares is entirely 
untrue. The main part of the inhabitants 
were attending Mr. Neal’s funeral, and all the 
population are bereft of arms. It seems to ns 
that the Home Guards behaved with but little 
gallantry, for they were twice as strong as 
the guerillas, and a little spuuk would have 
secured to them an easy victory ever the ma- 
rauders. There can be no doubt that their 
fears magnified the danger, and that no firing 
:urred except that done by the belligerent 

This is the first time we have had to record 
the. defeat of a Home Guard by an inferior 
force. Generally, they have achieved victo- 
ries over superior numbers, and we are con- 
vinced that if the Anderson county boys had 
Stood their ground, they would have captured 
all of the guerillas. As it was, they showed 
the white feather, and deserve to be “rowed 
up Salt river.” 

Deserters Arrested When Intending to 
Join Guerillas. — Two privates belonging to 
the 9th Pennsylvania cavalry, named Robert 
Scarlet and William Shields, were arrested 
yesterday by Mcjor Longsdorf, in the vicinity 
of the city, as deserters. They were both dis- 
guised in citizens’ clothes, and on their way 
at the time to join a guerilla band. They are 
also deserters from the rebel army, and are 
supposed to belong to the party which at- 
tacked a hackman, a few days ago, on the 
Biuncrstown road, robbing him of his hack, 
money, &c. The two precious rogues were 
sent to the barracks prison and heavily ironed. 
Their double desertion shows how much care 
Should be used in permitting former rebel 
soldiers to enter the Federal service. Maay 
of them desert and come into onr lines for the 
sole purpose of mischief to the Union cause. 

US" We deeply regret to announce the 
death oi the Hon. Caleb Wallace Lagan, Ex- 
Chancellor of this District. He went home 
on Saturday apparently in his usual health, 
and was seized with paralysis, from the ef- 
fects of which he died yesterday. A superb 
.lawyer, and a Judge whose decisions stand 
as monuments of his legal research, his death 
will be deeply regretted by the bar and by the 
general public. The knowledge of this sad 
event was received by us at too late an hour 
to write of his age, or to state anything be- 
yond the simple but sad announcement that 
another of the most brilliant men of our State 
“-kauaii* sleep that knows no waking.” 

Oue Tobacco Trade — It will be noticed 
in onr commercial report, that, since Novem- 
ber 1, 1863, over fifty thousand hogsheads of 
tobacco have been sold in this market, and 
the amount would have been still greater if 
a larger amount of transportation could have 
been provided for sending it to the eastward.

The Election. — We presume there never 
was an election in onr city which passed off 
with such entire absence o f excitement as 
that of yesterday. The result te the re-elec- 
tion of Mr. Ronald as Sheriff, a tribute due to 
the manner in which he has discharged his 
official duties. Mr. Van Seggern has bsen 
elected to the lower House of the Legislature, 
iD place of Hugh Irvine, deceased. Mr. Dillon 
is, we presume, elected City Marshal, as the 
missing precinct in the Ninth Ward is a strong 
one for him. The re-election of Esquire 
Barth in the upper magisterial district was 
anticipated. We give the returns as tar as 
received, the second precinct of the Ninth 
Ward not being in, by some mistake of our 
reporters.

Rebel Robbers in Hardinsburo. — J ust be- 
fore sundown on the evening of the 25tb, a 
party of nine guerillas entered the town of 
HardiDsbnrg from the direction of Cloverport, 
taking the citizens completely by surprise. 
They commenced a general pillage of stores, 
pockets, eafes, arms, and, some say, crinoline. 
Tk6y obtained about three tbon°sud eight 
hundred dollars in cash, greenback value, 
there being some two hundred and fifty-five 
dollars in gold taken, a watch valued at three 
buLdred dollars, and goods, pistols, &c., so 
that the whole loss will be about four thou- 
sand five hundred dollars. The greatest suf- 
ferer was G. W. Beard, to the extent of about 
one thousand dollars. Mr. B. F. Beard lost 
the gold watch and some money. The princi- 
pal part ef the money stolen was in the safe 
of Hensley and Beard, which, with their own 
funds, contained the property of several indi- 
viduals in town and country. Mr. L. Ichen- 
bauer lost three hundred and twenty-five 
dollars in cash, and seventy dollars in goods, 
and Mr. B. Stith some money and goods. The 
gang was said to beloogto Seipert’s command, 
and were in Cioveport on the same day, and 
recruited some few. Among the gang, Wm. 
Tate, formerly a shipping-clerk in this city, 
was' recognized. Ten of them went up the 
river, but returned when they learned that 
there was a Federal force at Stephensport. 
They did no personal harm to any one in 
Hardinsburg, and remained in town leas than 
half an hour, when they became uneasy, and 
left in a harried manner, retiring on the 
Owensboro road, firing pistols and hallooing 
“Wake!” as they went. 

Mbbdered Man Found.— E arly on Sun- 
day morning, the usual quiet of Bloomfield 
wes disturbed by the discovery on the road- 
side near the place of the dead body of a 
stranger, whose death bad been cau3ed by five 
pistol-shots in different parts of his body. The 
deceased was about five feet nine and a half 
inches in height, had dark hair and eyes, with 
a light moustache, and was apparently about 
tw6nty-two years of age. A pair of broken 
handcuffs in his pocket, and one wrist marked 
as if by the same, led to the conjecture that 
he was an escaped prisoner of some sort, 
though the Coroner’s inquest elicited nothing 
to identify his name, character, or residence. 
It is supposed that he was killed by guerillas, 
and, from resemblance to an unknown person 
seen in the neighborhood the previous day, it 
is conjectured that his home was near Lex- 
ington. His remains were properly interred. 

Fatal Shooting. — The Nashville Union 
states that on Saturday F. W. Willis, of Edge- 
field, an employe of a wagon manufactory 
there, was shot in Market street, in front of 
the pest forage depot, between Church and 
Broad streets. An eye witness says that Wil- 
lis, in company with another gentleman, was 
walking down toward Church street, when 
the negro guard ordered them off from his 
beat. The two stepped closer to the curbstone 
and the guard ordered them again off his beat. 
After passing the guard, and .while almost oa 
the edge of the sidewalk, the guard deliber- 
ately fired, the ball entering Willis’s side and 
coming out of his abdomen in front. The un- 
fortunate man was carried to Hospital No 19, 
where he lingered in great agony, sinking 
rapidly, and at the time the reporter left, was 
not expected to live but a few minutes. The 
guard was put under arrest, and the matter 
will undergo a strict examination. 

SSaef' DnriDg the just expired month of July 
3.385 prisoners ®f war were transferred from 
the Military Prison in this city to prisons 
north of the Ohio, of whom one hundred and 
forty-five were commissioned officers from 
Colonel down, and the rest enlisted men, 
nearly all of whom were captured by the army 
ot General Sherman. Daring the same period 
884 rebel deserters have been released upon 
taking the oath of amnesty, and giving parole 
to remain north of the Ohio river during the 
war. 

Ik quests. — C oroner Gill on Sunday held 
Inquest No. 2i2, on the body of David Ken- 
worthy, aged forty-five, at the canal, foot of 
Ninth street. Verdict, accidental drowning. 
Yesterday he held Inquest No. 243, on Madi- 
son, between Hancock and Clay, on the body 
of John Dreps, aged forty-five. Verdict, 
came to bis death by a pistol shot wound in 
and upon the left side of the throat, inflicted 
by James K. Polk Johnson. 

Barracks Items. — Y esterday fifty-two con- 
valescent* and seven deserters were received 
from Cincinnati, and one hundred and sixty- 
one men and six deserters were transferred to 
Nashville, twenty-five convalescents to Leb- 
anon, five convalescents and two deserters to 
Lexington, and six deserters to Bowling 
Green. _ 

Bridge Burned. — T he Nashville Times has 
heard that a bridge or trestle at the ridge be- 
yond Goodlettsville, on the Edgefield and 
Kentucky Railroad, had been burned by some 
bushwhackers. That neighborhood is becom- 
ing infamous. It needs a severe castigation.

From Shermans Front. — Y esterday's Nash- 
viile Times says there was no fighting on 
Saturday nor Sunday, as far as heard from, at 
the front, excepting some eannonadiug at 
long raDge en Saturday. A report, how re 
liable we cannot say, states that Gen. Stone- 
man had ent the road to Macon, and that 
Hood is trying to retreat. This, however, 
is uncertain. 

A member of the Louisville Legion, who 
h?.s witnessed several desperate battles, told 
us the other day that the battle of the 28th 
surpassed anything he had ever seen for fe- 
rocity and obstinacy. The rebels rushed for- 
ward again and again, only to be driven back 
with awful carnage. One of the flag-bearers 
leaped upon our iutrenchments alone, and 
stood there till he was shot down and his 
coierB taken. 

The loyal thousands whs have been read- 
ing cur despatches from Atlanta for several 
days pest will be deeply gratified to find by 
the following congratulatory order of Major- 
General Thomas, that in onr announcement 
of victory we fell short of instead of exceed- 
ing the facts. The battles around Atlanta are 
the most remarkable of the war for disparity 
of losses:

The General commanding congra‘u’at?8 the 
troops npon the brilliant success which has 
attended the Union arms in the late battles, 
and which has been officially reported as fol- 
lows: 

In the battle of the 20th inst., in which the 
20th corps, one division of the 4th corps, and 
part of the 14th was engaged. 

Total U nion loss in killed, wounded, add 
missing, 1.733. 

In front of the 20th corns there were put 
out of the fight 6,000 rebels; 663 of the en- 
emy were (juried by our troops, aud the rebels 
were permitted to bury 250 additional them- 
selves. 

The 2d division of the 4th carps repulsed 
seven assaults of the enemy with slight I 033 
to themselves, which must swell the rebel 
loss much beyond the six thousand. Pris- 
oners ceptured, 3,000, and seven stand of 
colors. 

No report has yet been received of the 
part taken in this battle by the 14Sh army 
corps. 

In the battle of the 22 ’, *ha total Union !o s 
in killed, wounded, aua missing was 3 500, 
and ten pieces of artillery. 

Rebel loss— prisoners captured, 3,200; 
kiown dead of the enemy in front of the 15th 
end 16ih corps and one division of the 14th 
corps, 2,142. The other division of the 17;h 
corps repulsed six assaults of the enemy hi- 
fore it tell back, which will swell the rebel 
loss in killed to at least 3.000. 

There were captured from the enemy in this 
battle, eighteen stand of colors and five thou 
sand stand of arms. 

Brigadier-General Garrard, commanding 3d 
cavalry division, has just returned trem a raid 
upon the Georgia Railroad, having lost two 
men, and brought in two hundred prisoners 
and a fair lot of fresh horses and some negroes. 
He destroyed the railroad bridges across the 
branches of the Ocmulgee, and the depots at 
Conyers, Covington, aud Social Circle.

Guerilla Outraqes. — A correspondent o! 
the Nashville Times says, on Saturday morn- 
ing a regular train, proceeding from Hunts- 
ville to Stevenson, was attacked one mile 
from a point known as Paint Rock, twenty- 
two miles east of Huntsville. The murderous 
gang, lying in ambush near the track, fired 
a volley of about fifty squirrel-rifles npon the 
dt fence lees passengers. Fredericks. Wright, 
assistant superintendent of repairs on the 
road (who was riding with Mr. Mu’ford, sec 
ticn foreman,) on the pilot of the engine, 
was shot in the abdomen, which proved fatal. 
He fell and immediately expired. Mulford, 
riding with Mr. Wrigh?, was shot through 
tbe left arm and right hand; his clothes were 
also pierced with twelve bullets. Lieutenant 
J. B. Mnllebill, 1st Alabama cavalry, is proba- 
bly fatally injured; also, a soldier of the 
same regiment was shot through the shoul- 
der, and cannot survive. T. C. Best, a brake- 
man, was shot in the head, and Frank La- 
mont, also brakemau, was shot in the ieg — 
neither seriously. The clothes of Ouuductor 
VanDyke were completely riddled with bal- 
lets, bat his person escaped a scratch.

She did 
not know its character, and picked it np be- 
cause there were pretty pictures upon it. Tne 
owner of the bond, living in the neighbor- 
hood, had lost it from his pocket, and had 
returned to the city alter it. He recovered hia 
property.

After the explosion, at an early hour t_ ia 
morning, everything betokened a brilliant 
victory, but, scon after, matters assamed a 
different aspect, part of the attacking force 
having R.yen away, thus exposing the balance 
to an enfilaa.ftg fire from both artillery and 
infantry. The programme was as follows: 
The mine was to be tz;>loded at 3 A. M., and 
tbe batteries were to opt^ at once along the 
entire line. Immediately after the explosion, 
tbe 9th corps was to charge, supported by the 
18’h, Ayer’s division of the 5 h corps, and the 
3d division of the 2d corps. The greater part 
of the arrangement was carried out as ordered, 
although tbe commencement wa3 later than 
the hotr designated, on account of the fu e 
going out twice. The explosion took place at 
pteeisely forty minutes past font. The roar 
of artillery that immediately followed was 
almost deafening. 

At 5:30 the charge was made, and the fort, 
with a part of the line each side, was carried 
in a most brilliant style. The 21 division, 
which was in the centre, advanced and carried 
the second line, a short distance beyond the 
fort, and here rested — holding their ground 
with the utmost determination. Ii was at 
this time that the colored division, under 
Brigadier-General White was pashed forward, 
and ordered to charge and carry the crest of 
the hill, which would have decided the con- 
test. The troops advanced in good order as 
far as the first line, where they received a 
galling fire which checked them, and, although 
quite a number kept on advancing, the greater 
portion seemed to become utterly demoral- 
ized — part of them taking refuge in tbe fort, 
and the balance running to the rear as fast as 
possible. They were raliied and again pushed 
forward without success. The greater part of 
their officers being killed or woauded during 
this time, they seemed to be without any one 
to maunge thorn, and finally they fell back to 
tbe rear out of the range of the enemj 'a can- 
ister and musketry that were sweeping 
th.oogh their ranks. 

Their losses are very heavy, particu'rriy in 
officers, es will be seen by the following fig. 
ares: The23i United States cslored, fifte:n 
officers kilied, and wounded, fonr hundred 
men, including the missing; 2S.h United 
Slates colored, eleven officers and about one 
hundred and fifty men killed, wounded, and 
missing; 27th United States colored, six officers 
and about one hundred and fifty men killed, 
wounded, and missing; 29th United Statei 
colored, eight officers and three bundled and 
eevtnty-fivemen; 31st United States colored, 
seven officers and about two hundred men 
kilied and missing; 43d United Slates colored, 
six officers and a large nnmber of kilied and 
missing; 39 h United States colored, several 
officers and about two hundred ahd fifty men 
killed and missing. The loss in the 21 divis- 
ion of tbe 9 th corps was very severe, and i3 
estimated at from 1,000 to 1,200, while many 
make the figures larger. Among the iniseing 
I regret to anncunco the name Gen. Bartlett. 
Ge succeeded in reaching the fort with his 
command, but, having accidentally broken 
bis cork leg, was unable to get off the field. 
He, however, held possession of the ground 
for several hours, and only surrendered when 
all hope cf escape was gone. Some 200 men, 
both black and white, were with him at the 
time. Few of them managed to get back to 
our lines. 

Col Marshall, commanding tho 2d brigade 
of this divte on, was also taken prisoner, with 
several of his staff; also, Co’. Wild, of the 
15.h Massachusetts, is reported to be a prison- 
er; Col. Gould, 59th Massachusetts, lost a 
leg; Major Buxton, 179th New York, also 
lost a leg; Lieut. Colonel Barber, 2d Penn- 
sylvania, was wounded; Msj or Prescott, 57:h 
Massachusetts, was kilied; Lieut.-Uolonel 
Boss, 31st United States colored, lost a leg. 
Tbe less in the 1st and 3d divisions was also 
severe.

Spbinqfisld, July 15. 1864. 

During a violent storm of rain, thunder, and 
lightning on iho afternoon of the 30:h of June 
sir., a remarkable incident, that might de- 
serve to be classed among the phenomena of 
nature, occurred in this immediate neighbor- 
hood. In all my life I have never before wit- 
nessed, nor have I heard or read of any su 
event, although I am now on the wrong side 
of three score and ten. 

I have also purposely conversed with many 
farmers of Washington county on the subject, 
but it seemed to some of th’rn not only im- 
probable, but an impossibility. The peals of 
thunder at the time were not only startliair 
but terrific, and the flashes of lightning were 
remarkably vivid, yet discursive. 

All cf a sadden, an abrupt, luminous flash, 
at no great distance from where I stood, 
struck a large shock of wheat, which, in a 
few seconds, it consumed with a bluish yet 
singular brilliancy. The lightniog, it appear- 
ed, struck the shock in the centre, spreading 
out the sheaves nearly in the form of a circle, 
as the ears Were left almost entirely uncon- 
sumtd all around. The ashes on the ground 
where it waB consumed appeared of a dark 
bluish color, and the soil on the edges looked 
tbe very color of baked bricks. 

In a portion oi the same field, about fifteen 
acres in extent, there are now standing ten or 
eleven large forest trees, principally oak, 
which have been struck by lightning ia the 
course of the last few years, and shattered 
from top to bottom, sometimes triplets at a 
time. And yet there is a large wood of the 
same epecies of timber, owned by the same 
person, at only twenty rods distance, which 
hss stood uninjured and unscathed for over a 
qnarter of a century. From the above circum- 
stances, in my opinion, it may reasonably be 
supposed that a dormant secret power of 
attracting the electric fluid may or does sub- 
sist in tbe subsoil of some lands or localities 
which is too frequently tne cause of tho de- 
struction that befalls some of our most valua- 
ble timber trees. 

But this is an inference that presents to my 
mind insuperable difficulties; nut I hope that 
some of the learned readers of your admirable 
paper, who are curious in developing the 
freaks or secret operations of nature, will 
have the goodness to enlighten the public, as 
well as yeur humble servant, on so mysterious 
a snljecj. At first I intended not to notice 
this singular occurrence, supposing it to be 
□othing uncommon, but as soon as I ascer- 
tained that I was in error I at onc3 deter- 
mined to submit it to that source from which 
tbe most reliable information may b > expect 
ed— the columns of your invaluable paper

Chattanooga, July 28, 1864. 

The universal topic of conversation for the 
hour te A lanta. Tnis stronghold of rebel- 
dun— this main pillar that supports the ba> 
turd Confederacy in Gzorgis — the empire 
State of iLe i>outh — te a centre of great attrac- 
tion at present. When it falls, the fite of 
Georgia is doomed. Columbia, Mscon, Mil- 
itdgevilie, and even Savannah, will be ex- 
posed and left at the mercy cf df-shing cvval- 
ry raid.B. The great importance of Atlantato 
the rebels cantot be over-estimated. * Vast 
armories for the manufacturing of engines of 
war have been established there within the 
past two years. All kind3 of arms, small and 
large, were produced from these fouoderies in 
great quantities. On the battle-fields of Ras- 
aca and Kenetaw Mountain I have seen small 
arms and ammunition with Atlanta brands 
up to May 16th. As a supply market for the 
sale and consumption of all the nectaries of 
life, it was only second in importance to Sa- 
vannah. Here was congregated the great 
refugee army who fled from Tonne: see aad 
Georgia as our armies drove tho rebels south- 
ward. Within the last two years the 
increase of population has been enor- 
mous.

If the "local” of tne Atlanta papers 
be reliable authority (and of course they are), 
the vice and iniquity of that city far surpassed 
the depravity of London “penny theatres.”

gaice— depravftv is the offspring of gold, and 
I might say of greenbacks. Bat the sore 
»t-'farion of Atlanta’s greatness and import- 
ance can be measured bv the number of daily 
newspapers ii, support'd. Thore wer* no less 
than five dailies hying in Ijvnrj— all of them 
influential and .bitter'y rebenipUS. Besides 
there was a comic monthly, a literary* weekly, 
and a nnmber of periodicals, political, reli- 
gions, and scientific. Most of this departed 
greatness, like the glory of the Confederacy, 
has departed, some to one place and some to 
another. At present there is but ®ae daily 
published there— the Atlanta Register. This 
sheet was formerly published at Knoxville un- 
cer the reign of the rebel General Longstreet. 
Parson Brownlow ought to remember it, 
tor it was an unmerciful bloodhound that 
scented the breath of a Union man wherever 
tound in East Tennessee. Its influence in 
Knoxville is dead— its then Editor is alive, 
has token the amnesty oath, and socially 
speakiDg, te a fine, clever fellow. Little re- 
mains in Atlanta now except the rebel army, 
and face to face, the armies of the Republic 
are confronting them at the city gates. The 
terrible storm has not yet shattered its human 
wrecks within the streets, and the gales only 
of the great conflict have passed. In the 
sublime hour when those two vast armies 
marshal their hosts in deadly conflict, may 
the refulgent sun as he eets that day, shed his 
golden light upon the victorious and starry 
banner that triumphed on the ghastly fields 
of Brandywine, Banker Hill, and Yorktown 
—of Shiloh, Murfreesboro, and Mission Ridge 
—of Resaca, Ailatoona, and Kenesaw. How 
great the glories that beautify and emblazon 
tbe onward march of the Republic iu its 
struggle for existence and national life. 

SPECIAL DESPATCHES. 

I had prepari d a despatch for the Journal 
last evening and bad it approved by the proper 
authorities. Presenting it at the telegraph 
cffice I was politely informed by young 
fritnd Baldwin that strict orders were received 
to trammit no special despatches to any news- 
pa peis from this point. U. course I took the 
tmng in a philoiophic way, and concluded 
that Adam and Eve enjoyed the pleasures of 
die before any of tneir neighbors ever 
tuuugui oi inventing a telegraph. 

BEDEL PRISONERS. 

Over two thousand rebel prisoners have 
been received here within a few days. A 
large portion of them have been sent north. 
Among them commissioned officers are plen- 
tiful, eipecially in the Oaptain and Lieutenant 
line. The stereotype phrase of “dirty and 
raggea” may be applied to this batch, as to all 
other invoices of that kind of freight received 
from the worn-out stock lately transferred 
by Jce Johnston to Gen. Hood. Some of 
these men are hopelulof final success, but this 
class ate greatly iu the minority, while the 
great body ot them are utterly destitute of the 
laiutest gleam es to the triumph ofthe wicked 
cause in which they have bsen engaged. 

DESERTERS. 

Three hundred and forty deserters have re- 
ported themselves to the authorities here 
within the past week. Most of them have 
token the oatn, and arc already on their way 
to “ God’s country” rijoicing. With few ex- 
ceptions, they are a happy lot of fellows, and 
the intelligent ones look back at their exile 
and slavery as a condition to which it seemed 
impossible three years ot rebel rule could sub- 
ject free American ciiizens. But these mighty 
cannvulsiona in society are superhuman pro- 
ceisoa, ont ot which tyrants wear a crown 
bought with the blood and sacrifices of thou- 
s. nds. 

REBELS RECONXOITERINQ. 

A rebel force 2,000 strong were at Trenton 
on Tuesday, 25 miles from here, in Lookout 
valley. A portion of this force reconnoitered 
our picket line on Lookout Mountain that 
evening. They evidently intend a demon- 
stration on the Runningwater bridge, or per- 
haps the magnificent structure across the Ten- 
nessee at Bridgeport. Preparations to receive 
them are complete. There are various rumors 
as to Wheeler and Forrest bbing every where. 
Those “will o’ the wisp” horsemen are more 
than matched by such dashing leaders ns 
Sheridan, Smith, Kilpatrick, Gnstar, and 
others. 

RAIDS ON RAILROADS. 

The Georgia railroad has not been disturbed 
for some lime. Everything along the Knox- 
ville route is quiet. Occasionally cars are 
fired into by bushwhackers between here and 
Nashville. 

TBE BALM OF GILEAD. 

The late orders issued by Generate Sherman, 
Steeaman, Milroy, and Bnrbridge is just the 
balm of Gilead that soothes and pacifies a 
rebel’s heart. Let it be given in good strong 
doses (atn r General Stedman’s style), acd 
we shall hear of no more railroads Deing torn 
up, nor cars thrown off tfie track, nor shall 
our ears be pained with the intelligence of tee 
murder of Union citizens by these marauding 
guerillas. 

REBEL SYMPATHIZERS. 

The prolific neat of rabid rebel sympathizers 
located here is being broken np, and the in- 
mates sent to where they belong. Many of 
tnem are prominent and well known citizens. 
Among them are Mrs Whiteside, Mr. R. W 
Corbin, and Miss L. Potts. Tho former is, or 
rather was, owner of Lookout Mountain. 
She has two beautiful and accomplished 
diughters finishing their education up North, 
aud as you will see by the Constitution of the 
United Stot>8, they are now the owners of sa d 
property. (T! e Constitution says the sins of 
the lather snail not fall upon the children ; the 
Bible says the tins of the father shall tall npon 
the children. Theologists who have drank in 
tfie inspiration of the good book from Genesis 
to Revelations and are yet insipid, might 
grow eloquent in proving the incongruity of 
tbe two greatest documents in existence.) 
M'. Corbin has a iarge circle of relatione, 
somewhat notorious for their active, living 
sympathy with the O. S. A. Miss Potts tea 
young lady of considerable iiterary reputa- 
tion, aud certainly as affable in her deport- 
ment as she is pleasing and instructive in her 
conveisation. • 

Neariy two hundred sympathizsra, male 
and female, nave taken passage from here for 
unknown parts. “ Now, by St. Paul, the 
wcik goes bravely on.” 

AN IRROR. 

The “local” of the Chattanooga Gazette (a 
good looking and modest youth) falls iato an 
error (it is natural for us to fall since Adam 
fell) in bis paragraph which appeared in the 
Gazette ot the 24th, relative to a somewhat 
famous rebel — Mrs. McFadden, of Kingston, 
Georgia. By order of General Steadman, she 
hes been ordered outside the lines. Arriving 
here the ubiquitous “local” found that an im- 
portant personage had landed, and it was 
only natural that a meeting and greeting 
ehculd take place. This lady is represented 
by the writer as having donneda Lieutenant’s 
rig, and in this habiliment she sallied forth cn 
horse back and on foot after a style to which 
John Gilpin’s would be tame. In this cos- 
tume, she is said to have swam rivers, ecaied 
mountains, lived in cane brakes, eat bard tack 
and sow belly, and all for tae good of the 
Bonnie Blue Flag. I deem it my duty to cor- 
rect the gentleman by telling him that the “rig” 
the lady wore was that of a Major — that when 
swimming rivers she wore an artistically ar- 
ranged hoop-ekirt (to which a manageable 
rudder was attached) that gracefully expand- 
ed, and, being water-tight, carried the heroic 
girl— for she is yet but a girl — across tbe 
“briDy deep." Taere must have been scales 
on the eye9 of the valiant local when he talks 
about women seating mountains. Ho w coaid 
they do it? Think of tbe anatomy of woman 
and the geological formation of the Alps. 

NEWS FROM THE FRONT. 

No official confirmation of the capture of 
Atlanta has been received up to this hour of 
writing — cn': P. M. The army remains pretty 
much in the same position they occupied after 
the battle of the 22d, a conflict in which tbe 
rebels lost heavily. It is not generally be- 
lieved in military circles, as stated by your 
correspondents at the front, that the cam- 
paign is substantially ended. 

STRATEGY. 

The rumor is prevalent among wall posted 
rebeli that SLerman will play a errategetic 
game, whenever he sees fit to do so, by w, io’s 
Hoed will be compelled to evacuate Atlanta, 
and that under no circumstances will he make 
an attack on the rehcl lines unless certain aud 
[ erne success would attend it. I mean un.e s 



tho destruction of the rebel army was the re- 
sult. History records no such . thing as the 
destruction of 60,000 or 80,000 armed soldiery 
at one fell swoop. Hood forced Sherman to 
battle. The rebel commander knows well 
that his reputation falls with the fall of At- 
lanta, and a brave man with an army driven 
to desperation by repeated repulses, is just the 
material to win or lose all in a decisive and 
blocdy str uggle. 

Man Shdt. — M onday evening an exciting 
scene took place at the Marble Hall, in this 
city. An engineer from tho gunboat lying 
off onr city was in town, and, as an old sea- 
man, had to get on a 1 bender.” He became 
very exuberant, and, “ironically” speaking, 
declared himself a “seceBsionis*,” a “rebel" — 
yee, even a “guerilla," when Geo. Hudson, for 
twenty months a member of the 3d Kentucky 
cavaliy, but more recently of the six months’ 
men, declared the engineer “his prisoner,’* 
and at the same time made demonstrations to 
take him to jail. Oapt. Yarber, who com- 
mands a few recruits, came in jnst as Hudson 
said the engineer was his prisoner, and began 
firing on Hudson — Yarber saying that “no 
man in the United States uniform should be 
taken prisoner by a citizen while he waa 
aronnd,” Four shots were fired by Yarber — 
•.TO taking effect — one cutting the scalp and 
the other entering Bis thigh. The wounds 
are severe but probably will not prove fatal.
